Everything is in readiness for the 
opening of the Feb ruary term of 
court Monday, after a week’s vaca­ 
tion, during which time 
the 
b usi­ 
ness of the Novemb er term has b een 
closed, anti the preparations 
made 
for the new term. 
The court calendar for the Feb ­ 
ruary term has b een paxH-illy made 
out, and the first two 
weeks 
wil 
mostly b e eases in which estates are 
involved, and only a few jarv trials 
v. ill l»e had. 
The petit and grand jurors 
were 
drawn last Monday and were pub ­ 
lished at that time. 
During the term which has 
just 
closed, a total of 31 civil eases were 
disposed of, either tried 
or 
dis­ 
missed. 
Approximately 
130 
cases 
remain on the docket. 
In the criminal court 
13 cases 
were disposed of either b v trial or 
dismissal.

LAW TOiBE OFFERED 


Provides That No Child Under 16 
Years of Age Shall be Employed 
During School Hours 


WOMEN OF STATE FAVOR BILL 


Would 
Also 
Bar 
Employment 
Children in Places Injurious 
To Health or Morals 


A numb er of women hero have re 
ceived copies of a b ill which is spon 
sored b y the 
Indiana 
League 
o 
Women Voters which provides new 
regulations for employment of chil 
dren and also 
for 
attendance 
a 
school. 
It was drawn b v the chile 
welfare committee appointed b y the 
last legislature. 
The employment and attendance 
provisions are drawn to conform to 
each other. 
The b ill orovides that 
after Septemb er 1, 1923 no child un­ 
der sixteen may b e employed during 
school hours. Regular school attend 
anee is required of all children b e 
tween seven and sixteen 
of years 
of age, with the exception of tho^e 
suffering from b lindness or deafness 
which cases would require speeia 
attention, and of 
those who 
have 
completed eighth grade work or its 
equivalent. 
According to the b ill, no child un 
der fourteen may* b e employed out 
side school hours except for domes 
tic lab or and farm service. For chil­ 
dren engaged in farm work, the b il 
orovides for creation of part 
time 
schools, mandatory* in a school cor­ 
poration where twenty* or more chil­ 
dren are excused 
from school at­ 
tendance to permit employment. 
No 
x>y* under sixteen and no girl under 
eighteen shall b e permitted to work 
more than six hours a dav and for- 
y*-eight hours 
a week, 
except in 
farm lab or or domestic service. 
Occupations 
are limit’d as fol- 
ows: 
No child under sixteen may work 
at occupations dangerous to life and 
imb as certain kinds of machinery 
not to include properly 
guarded 
machinery 
and 
manual 
training 
classes.) 
No child under sixteen may work 
at occupations injurious to health 
and morals, as mines,, quarries, to- 
mceo, factories, 
hotels, 
theaters, 
b owling alleys. 
No minor under eighteen may b e 
employed at extra hazardous occu­ 
pations, such as the manufacture of 
explosives. 
No b oy under eighteen 
shall b e 
employed 
as 
messenger, etc., b e- 
;m*een 10 p. m. and 6 a. m. No girl 
under twenty-one at any hours. 
No girl under eighteen at any* em­ 
ployment which keeps her standing 
constantly. 
No b oy or girl under twenty-one 
in any pub lic pool or b illiard room. 
Infringement 
of the 
attendance 
provisions are to come under the ju­ 
risdiction of the state b oatd of edu­ 
cation and its b ranches, which con­ 
stitute a state attendance b oard. In- 
’ringement of the employment pro­ 
visions are to come under the juris­ 
diction of the state industrial b oard 
and its agents. 
Another measure of the League of 
Vomen Voters which prob ab ly will 
ie introduced in the senate this week 
is a b ill providing for a fortv-eight- 
lour week for women ?n industry, 
t will b e flexib le, so that employers 
of women may 
require 
a straight 
eight-hour dav, or a nine-hour day 
ith half-holiday on Saturday. 
A third b ill to b e introduced b y the 
women’s organization on which it is 
now working will provide tb at moth­ 
ers b e equal guardians with their 
lusb ands of their children.

an 
important measure Summarily; that 
it ought to lie discussed before its 
demise^ even though fated to die at 
last.

“ daddies’’ of the bill it was* possible 
to rally personal friends and “ liar 
play” mcmliers in numbers sufficient 
to sta\> off the defeat of the bill for 
the time being. The close shave in

Senate.

Monday night next comes a pub­

esting commentary upon 
Indiana’s

service that only within the last few* 
days has there been'anv substantial 
recognition of the work done in the 
last twenty-five years by Dr. J.. N. 
Hurty, the far-famed secretary 
of 
the State Board of Health, known 
now as Health Commissioner. A bill 
has gone part of the way 
throUgh 
| giving the Commissioner who 
suc­ 
ceeds Dr. Hurty $4,9 00 a year I*1" 
j stead of $3,000 annually in salary. 


This would not lie so peculiarly sig- 
tiiticeut if it were not also true that 
the state 
veterinarian 
for 
some 
years has been drawing $4,000 
a 
year 
as 
compared 
with 
H urty’s 
$3.000. 


Dr. Hurty is about to retire from 
his present work to take a position 
paying $5,090 a year with 
pros­ 
pects of a larger and increasing rec­ 
ognition with time. He goes to a big 
educational institution in Missouri. 
His friends declare that Dr. 
Hurty, 
in staying on the job in Indiana for 
so many years at low pay has sac­ 
rificed at least $50,000. Dr. 
Hurty, 
however, declares 
he is proud and 
glad of it. 


Jftst now the famous health wor­ 
ker who iias 
put 
Indiana’s 
name 
conspicuously forward in all parts 
of the country through his energetic 
and 
original 
efforts 
for 
public 
health achievement, is ✓pointing out 


to law-makers of Indiana the fact 
that an Indiana idea, advanced 
in 
1900, while ignored by Indiana her­ 
self, has lieen adopted by eleven oth­ 
er states, with still others coining to 
• 
•• 
Indiana for counsel and 
advice 
in 
making of modem health laws. 
Dr. Hurty presented 
his 
all-time 
connty health officer plan for 
In ­ 
diana. There are signs, it 
is 
said, 
that the measure has gained a stan­ 
ding and -favor not liefore accorded. 
One of th0 significant moves 
made 
on behalf of the bill wqs made to­ 
day when representatives 
of 
the 
Legisiativ0 
Council of Indiana W o­ 
men accompanied 
Dr. 
Hurty 
and 
other earnest advocates of the bill 
to a conference with Gov. M cCray,] 
in which conference 
the 
executive 
was asked 
give his su|>port 
to 
the bill. It -Has been confidently'pre­ 
dicted that the governor will 
help 
thp measure to 1921 enactment. 


It is shown that in 
Indiana at 
this time 541 so-called 
health offi­ 
cers in cities towns and counties are 
giving not more than $20,000 worth 
of public service per year at a cost 
to thp people of a ¿ool $200,000 an­ 
nually. The State Board of Health 
has made a survey 
of 
conditions, 
and it is found that $180.000 a year 
is actually wasted in 
paying 
for 
public service that is not rendered. 
Many examples are being cited to 
show where'"this waste 
exists 
or 
jiersists from year 
to 
year. 
One 
county health commissioner, in .a 
larger county drew’ $900 in one year 
from the 
people’s 
treasury 
and 
could not, and did not show a scrap 
of record to indicate one of service 
in return. 
In another county where the lo­ 
cal health commissioner under the 
present law drew’ more than $1,1000 
.in a year bis records sho'wed he had 
worked a total oftwenty-uinc days 
for his money as a public health 
age at, while analysis proved he had 
given actually but ten days in re­ 
turn for more than $1,100. In many 
smaller cities th? local health offi­ 
cers as now constituted and 
em­ 
powered drew from $300 to$t>00 iT 
year and do absolutely no 
public 
health work for the pay 
received. 
Dr. Hurty asserts that these health 
officers are not entirely 
to 
blame 
under thp faulty present law. 


The present health law, it is* being 
pointed out, was enacted thirtv-qne 
years ago is unscientific, 
and 
un­ 
equal 4o the work out to be 
done. 
Doctors are employed who give lit­ 
tle time from their “ cure” business 
to “ preventive” work. Being in com­ 
petition with other physicians they 
get little ; co-operation ¡in 
public 
health work. Doctors ai*r rot trained 
in disease prevention methods, hav­ 
ing studied cure 
only. 
The 
law 
fails to define duties .and powers of 
health officers provides 
inadequate 
pay. The propoesd new law will be 
discussed here later.
